THE isle’s fervent blogging scene is 
ruffling feathers at Thanet council. 

According to official documents, a monitoring 
officer has been looking at the impact that blogs 
- internet diaries or private news services - are 
having on council time and resources. 

At a recent meeting of the standards com¬ 
mittee, an officer raised concerns that “inform¬ 
ation concerning governance and internal 
working of the council was finding its way on to 
local blog sites”. 

The remarks hint at leaks within the council 
itself, but who is the mole? 

The anonymous Ramsgate blogger, Eastcliff 
Richard, told Yourthanet: “I don’t have any moles 
at Thanet District Council and wouldn’t even 
know how to go about finding one. 

“What does happen is that I get heaps of anony¬ 
mous emails, some of which could well be from 
disgruntled TDCers. If they have any sense, 
they’ll presumably be sending these from home 
rather than the office.” 

He added: “Maybe because I’m critical of the 
council and a thorn in their side, I attract people 
with an axe to grind. 

“I get emails with insider gossip from council¬ 
lors who would, of course, be picking up these 
titbits in the normal course of their democratic 
duties and exercising their right to free speech. 
I’ve never burdened the council with so much as 
an FOI request.” 

The monitoring officer said that, unlike the 
Press, blog sites are not accountable to the Press 
Complaints Commission. 

But Tony Flaig, of the Big News Margate blog, 
said: “That suggestion is not true. My name is at 
the top of my site and will remain so, which 
means I am accountable just like politicians are.”

Lifeboats facing 
a high price to 
use radio waves 


MEMBERS of the RNLI in 
Thanet are worried about a 
possible rise in national 
radio licence fees to a stag¬ 
gering £ 260 , 000 . 

Currently, the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution (RNLI) pays 
about £40,000 for the use of radio 
channels in the stations, lifeboats, 
launching vehicles and pager sys¬ 
tems used for search-and-rescue. 

But Government body OFCOM, 
which regulates the UK’s communi¬ 
cations industries, is proposing to 
introduce a scheme known as admin¬ 
istered incentivised pricing, which 
could see costs rise by 600 per cent. 

Discounted 

The current fees paid by the RNLI 
are at a discounted rate of 50 per 
cent due to it being a charity. 

Mike Baker, operations manager 
at Margate lifeboat station, said: “At 
the present time we are providing a 
service which is free of charge, but 
now we may be expected to pay for 
it. It’s hardly encouraging. 

“If the radio licences go up, it’s going 
to impose a significant cost on us. We 
only use our radios for life-saving oper¬ 
ations - we’re not out there for fun!” 

He added: “There may be some 
movement, and there are sugges¬ 
tions the licence fees may be less 
than what they are proposing as far 
as the lifeboats are concerned, but 
we’re still waiting for confirmation. 

“There has been a lot of adverse 
publicity from within the industry 
towards the Government, so I think 
they are looking at it again.”

Cutbacks may have to be made in 
other areas to ensure the bill can be 
paid if proposals go ahead. 

Amy Ross, media relations man¬ 
ager at the RNLI, said: “It means we 
will end up spending a huge amount 
of money on one thing, limiting 
funds for other important life¬ 
saving equipment. 

“There have been some reports 
that this will affect the operation of 
our lifeboat service. We are pleased 
to confirm this is not the case and 
our lifeboats are available to launch 
as normal to anyone.” 

The RNLI maintains it should not 
have to pay for the use of the radio 
spectrum when used solely for 
search-and-rescue purposes, and a 
petition has been set up to protect 
the charity from paying licence fees 
for using maritime frequencies. 

More than 12,000 signatures have 
been added to the petition, which is 
on the No 10 website, the official site 
of the Prime Minister’s office. 

A spokesman said: “Our general 
feeling is this is a very big cost. We 
don’t want to pay out, but communi¬ 
cations are vital to us and the coast¬ 
guards. 

“A coastguard radio is necessary as 
part of the rescue service. If plans go 
ahead we have to find this money. 

“RNLI’s priority is making sure 
our boats are sufficiently equipped.” 

OFCOM’s final decision by will be 
implemented by April 2009.

Bloggers: we are 
an important 
democratic tool

The council also thinks that “mis¬ 
information” is consuming valuable 
employee man hours. 

Cllr Simon Moores writes for 
Yourthanet’s blogger section and runs 
his own Thanet Life site. 

He said: “The blogs can help to hold 
local government to account and 
that’s a good thing, but I think local 
officers and elected officials are con¬ 
cerned by the more extreme views 
represented, especially when they 
touch on defamatory and libellous 
comments by anonymous people 
posting.” 

He added: “Local government is still 
coming to terms with blogging as a 
democratic tool but, yes, it can be 
used to manipulate opinion with 
untrue information.” 

He concurred that blogging can 
waste officers’ time. 

Ramsgate bookshop owner Michael 
Child runs Thanet Online. 

He said: “The council has got this 
completely the wrong way round. It is 
wasting an enormous amount of offi¬ 
cers’ time by not publishing basic 
information on its own website. 

“Things like the contaminated land 
register are important documents 
that affect public safety and should 
be readily available.” 

‘Bertie Biggies’, author of Thanet 
Strife, which strongly opposed the 
China Gateway project, also says 
blogging is a good thing. 

He said: “The best ones have all 
been researching issues successfully 
and bringing attention to them. It is 
not uninformed gossip, rumour¬ 
mongering or misinformation, as 
Thanet council would like to claim. 

“It fails to realise that the internet 
has changed the ability of its citizens 
to gather information and dissemi¬ 
nate it widely. Blogs are carrying out 
a very useful function in Thanet.” 


Car park argument 

POLICE were called to the Westwood 
Cross shopping centre on Saturday 
after reports of a fight. 

Members of the public raised con¬ 
cerns that an altercation between a 
male pedestrian and a man and a 
woman in a car had taken place. 

The man in the car suffered a split 
lip and the woman said she had been 
grabbed round the throat and had 
her necklace broken at about 1.40pm. 

They had been reversing out of a 
space in the car park. 

A man was later arrested on sus¬ 
picion of actual bodily harm, assault 
and criminal damage and has been 
bailed until December 29, pending a 
decision to prosecute. 
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'Disability fund 
was not raided 
for windows' 


A DISPUTE over the win¬ 
dows at Thanet council’s 
chambers in Margate has 
resurfaced. 

Council leader Cllr Sandy Ezekiel 
says allegations that the authority 
appropriated £120,000 from funds 
meant for bringing council-owned 
buildings up to scratch for people with 
disabilities are “completely untrue”. 

However, Labour’s Cllr Liz Green 
claims the council used money it 
shouldn’t have to fit double-glazing. 

She said: “I am horrified to hear 
Thanet council has siphoned off 
£120,000 from a fund specifically 
intended to improve life for residents 
with disabilities. 

“To discover this money has been 
spent on new windows for their own 
offices will, I am sure, shock many 
residents.” 

The council has to pay for its build¬ 
ings to be brought up to standard 
under the Disability Discrimination 
Act (DDA). 

Cllr Green claimed that at a recent 
meeting of the Thanet Disability 
Forum, an organisation set up to 
champion the needs of disabled peo¬ 
ple, Cllr Ezekiel asked for the min- 
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utes of a previous meeting to be 
changed. 

She said he was unhappy the min¬ 
utes stated the group planned to 
approach the council to ask if 
£120,000 had been taken from the 
disability budget to provide new 
windows at the Cecil Square offices. 

However, Cllr Ezekiel is dismissing 
the claim. 

He said: “Cllr Green is accusing us 
of taking that money out of the grant 
and that is completely and totally 
untrue. 

“The grant she may be referring to 
is the asset grant, set aside to make 
sure all our buildings fall within 
DDA regulations, and they do. 

“The money then went back into 
the pot. It’s an asset pot and the 
money did not come out of any 
grant.” 

Cllr Ezekiel said the next thing on 
the agenda was the refurbishing of 
all council buildings to reduce emis¬ 
sions. 

“Under the Kyoto agreement we 
will be making sure all our staff are 
working under one roof,” he said. 


“Putting in the double-glazing 
means we will reduce our environ¬ 
mental impact. We have no choice 
but to do that. We embarrassed the 
Government into match-funding us 
some time ago. 

“They wouldn’t match-fund us, 
despite Thanet South MP Steve 
Ladyman saying they would, and 
after a campaign by him and myself 
to make sure the Government did 
respond and match-fund us, indeed 
they did in the end.” 

The single-glazed windows at the 
Cecil Street offices are the original 
windows installed when the building 
was built in the 1970s. 

A council spokeswoman said they 
had come to “the end of their effective 
life”. She added: “In addition to their 
deteriorating condition, all the 
windows are of single-glazed, metal- 
frame design and therefore not effi¬ 
cient for conserving energy.” 

New legislation requires larger 
commercial buildings to have energy 
efficiency assessments and councils 
have an obligation to reduce CO 2 
emissions. 

The cost to Thanet council is pre¬ 
dicted to be £288,220 over three 
financial years.

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Bar allays village 
late-music fears 


THE owners of a restaurant and bar 
in Minster have applied for a late 
licence, upsetting some villagers. 

They have asked to have Mortons 
Fork’s licence extended to lam by 
removing conditions set down by the 
Thanet council licensing committee. 

Shaun and Elizabeth Newstead 
had wanted to put on live music 
until midnight but have agreed to 
an 11pm deadline instead. 

They also want to continue to sell 
alcohol up until midnight every day 
of the week but to amend the licence 
to sell tea and coffee until that time 
and also during the mornings to 
catch more trade. 

Mortons Fork is in Station Road, 
one of the village’s main thorough¬ 
fares, and the licensing committee 
has received letters of objection to 
the plans. 

One neighbour in Station Road 
wrote: “If the owners are awarded a 
music licence, not only will the noise 
destroy the peace of the village, it 
will devalue our property and that 
of others living in the area.” 

Another neighbour in the same 
road wrote: “While we are sympa¬ 
thetic to the licensees’ attempts to 
build their business, we wish to reg¬ 


ister our strongest objection to the 
changes in licensing.” 

The resident also cites noise pollu¬ 
tion, parking problems, disturbance 
by late-night drinkers and the fact 
that the restaurant is in a conserv¬ 
ation area. 

But Mr Newstead said: “They 
have the wrong end of the stick. The 
live music will be occasional - 
events will be few and far between. 

“As it stands with my present 
licence, if we want to have live 
music we have to apply for a £21- 
per-time temporary events notice, 
which doesn’t make financial sense. 

‘We have agreed with the environ¬ 
mental health officer that the latest 
live music would be is 11pm, to 
bring it in line with The Bell pub 
and the village hall. 

“Opening earlier is for the teas 
and coffees for mums on the school 
run and things like that. As it 
stands, I am turning business down 
and in the present climate you have 
to go for everything you can.” 

Environmental health officer 
Jaqui Rands said she had no objec¬ 
tion to the plans so long as the 
amendments were made so that live 
music ceased by 11pm.

Anger as regular 
street-cleaning 

service is bimed 


STREET-CLEANING has been cut 
back in parts of the isle following 
the introduction of wheelie-bins... 
and some residents are not happy. 

The focus on cleaning in town centres, 
where most litter is reportedly dropped, 
means those with wheelie-bins now miss out. 

One disgruntled resident from Martins 
Close in Ramsgate said: “I was told by an 
officer that the road-sweepers aren’t going to 
come here and sweep regularly. 

“For several years I’ve been calling up and 
saying it’s needed. As I understand it, it’s 
because of cutbacks, and we’re still paying 
our rates for it to be done.” 

The woman, who chose to remain anony¬ 
mous, added: “They told me they would 
always come and do it if I called up and 
requested it, but I’m paying for it anyway!” 

Some of the litter on the streets is put down 
to herring gulls, which rip up bags in the 
search for food. 

Cllr Shirley Tomlinson, the council’s cabi¬ 
net member for commercial and environ¬ 
mental services, said: “With the introduction 
of wheeled bins to the vast majority of homes 
across Thanet, waste is now contained in 
many areas, safely away from seagulls, 
which means the amount of rubbish and 
litter on the streets is much lower than it had 
been previously.

“As a result of this, we are therefore target¬ 
ing our cleaners where they are needed. 

“This approach has been developed over 
the last three years since the introduction of 
wheeled bins in line with national guidance.” 

Cllr Tomlinson said: “The bulk of clean-up 
operations now focuses on places which suf¬ 
fer with the most litter. 

“Town centres are one area which still get 
a full service from the street-cleaners. 

“As our residents would expect, Thanet 
council is ensuring it targets its street¬ 
cleaning on the areas with the highest foot¬ 
fall that consequently suffer from the highest 
levels of rubbish. Those are generally our 
town centres.” 

The council says it wants to hear about any 
problem areas in which Utter may be build¬ 
ing up but is adamant the problem is declin¬ 
ing, not getting worse. 

Cllr Tomlinson said: “Of course, if there are 
problems, people can alert us to those and we 
will do our best to respond. 

“It’s very disappointing to hear these 
reports as our figures clearly show that the 
approach we’re taking is paying dividends, 
with litter levels across Thanet dropping. 

“In this particular case, our officers have 
been out to Martins Close and found no evi¬ 
dence of a problem.”

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Police aim to drive cars

The warning comes from PC Terry Vine, 
the area’s neighbourhood officer. 

He says those committing the offence are 
causing disruption and putting pedestrians 
in danger by entering the pedestrian zone 
between 10am and 4pm. 

He said: “People seem unaware that cars 
are not permitted in the pedestrianised area. 

“This restriction is in place seven days a 
week, but motorists are repeatedly using the 
area on a Saturday and this is causing incon¬ 
venience to others while also posing a danger 
to pedestrians. 

“The restrictions are there for a reason and 
we will not hesitate in taking action against 
those we find ignoring the law. We will also 
not accept ignorance as an excuse as it is 
clear vehicles are not permitted in the area.” 

PC Vine added: ‘We are taking action to 
address this issue as it has been raised as 
a priority at the PACT [Partners And 
Communities Together] meeting.”

Visit house and have 
your say on future 

A DROP-IN session to decide the future of 
Northdown House will be held next week. 

Isle residents are invited to attend the 
Thanet council-run consultation and back one 
of two options for the Margate site. 

The first is to keep the house for public use, 
including community, charitable, social servic¬ 
es, health services or social services. The sec¬ 
ond is to transfer the house with additional 
covenants to the community itself. 

Following responses to a consultation earlier 
this year and subsequent legal advice, the two 
options for the future use of the building have 
been settled upon. 

Residents are invited to the informal session 
at Northdown House to discuss the options 
and can call in at any time on Wednesday, 
December 10, between 3pm-7pm. 

They will also be able to look around the 
property, speak with council officers and put 
forward suggestions for any potential viable 
uses for the premises, which is on the council’s 
asset management fist. 

It was deemed surplus to the council’s 
requirements, as part of the first asset man¬ 
agement consultation held earlier this year, 
but a decision on its future was deferred. 

Cllr Clive Hart, who has fought against the 
selling of the property, said: “The news is 
another step forward in our campaign to keep 
Northdown House as a community asset.”

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« How and why did you come to get involved with 
Cramptons Tower? 

During 1998 I was working with my wife 
managing a local club when I discovered 
that the caretaker at Dickens House Museum 
was retiring. 

I had known the house for some years as a 
result of my connection with the Dickens 
Festival and my love of history and heritage 
drove to to enquire about the position. 

The thought of helping to run a museum 
seemed attractive after the hurly-burly of a club. 

I was successful with my application and 
moved into the museum accommodation in 
early 1999. 

I then discovered that the then curator, Miss 
Joyce Smith, was also chair of the Crampton 
Tower Museum, which was about to be closed 
because of lack of visitors and vision. I visited 
the tower and immediately saw potential. 

I asked to become involved and within a 
short time the group of friends who joined me 
there had started to turn the museum around 
with a fresh approach to business, new dis¬ 
plays and a regular opening pattern. 

Within a year I was elected as chairman, a 
post I have enjoyed to date. 

What are the stresses and strains of the job? 

A Although we are all volunteers and none of 
us earns a penny from the museum, the 
rigours of maintaining the attraction in the 
face of the recent stance from the local author¬ 
ity and other agencies has been hard work. 


In the main our volunteers are excellent 
and flexible, which enables the museum to 
offer a full opening schedule. Occasionally, 
people find themselves unable to help and 
that results in a few stressful moments as 
gaps in staff are filled. 

I am pleased to say that in recent years we 
have not had to close because of staff short¬ 
age, but it does sometimes put a strain on 
those who are willling.

I What is your favourite aspect of the role? 


I suppose it is when schools visit. Our 
costumed volunteers from The Victorian 
Group provide living history and all the dis¬ 
plays enchanting the children make the place 
really come alive. 

Another satisfying time is when we have 
our social events and all the members and 
volunteers get together and prove what a 
community hub Crampton Tower has become. 
The museum currently supports three other 
groups, with a fourth joining us soon. 

With all that energy, there is a great buzz. 

Q What do you feel you have achieved in your time at 
the museum? 

A I would say that the least enjoyable side of 
things is trying to convince certain indi¬ 
viduals that Crampton is not just a dusty old 
museum giving space to a few old men who 
like to play trains. 

Sure, most of us like to play trains, but that 
is only a very small part of what goes on. 


A Over the centuries the great and the good 
have enjoyed what the isle has to offer and 
that has not changed. 

Modem money-making schemes come and 
go, but the charms of Thanet and its heritage 
are forever and should be maintained for the 
common good. 

I suppose I consider my most important 
achievement is to help create a community 
hub that embraces not only what the museum 
stands for, but has also provided the where¬ 
withal to support several other groups and 
promote tourism initiatives like the award¬ 
winning Thanet Greeters and town events 
that include the Broadstairs Dickens Festival. 

Regardless of economic pressures, if an 
organisation is well mn and confident in what 
it does, it will have a future.

A I am a train lover and have a large collection 
of models and like nothing more than to visit 
preserved lines.

Gardeners go wild 
encouraging nature

MORE than 1,000 people across 
the county have signed up for the 
RSPB’s Home For Wildlife project 
- as the first results of this year’s 
survey are revealed. 

Some 25,000 gardeners nationwide have 
signed up to the scheme, which offers free, 
tailored wildlife-gardening advice to help peo¬ 
ple transform their homes and gardens into 
mini-nature reserves. 

And the county has proved one of the most 
enthusiastic embracers of the project, with 
only four other counties providing a higher 
number of participants. 

The RSPB’s Richard Bashford said: “Kent’s 
wildlife is increasingly reliant on our gardens 
for food, water and shelter, so it’s fantastic that 
people are so committed to making their 
homes and gardens wildlife-friendly. 

“Through Homes For Wildlife, we’re trying to 
reverse the alarming decline of familiar birds 
such as house sparrows, starlings and song 
thrushes. Large numbers of these birds make 
their homes in our gardens. 

“The time committed by Kent residents in 
taking action will help create a better future 
for them and other wildlife in the not-too- 
distant future.” 

Results show participants are carrying out 
an average of 12 tasks each to help frogs, 
toads, bats, insects, hedgehogs and birds. 

Providing seed mixes, growing flowering 
nectar-rich plants and planting dense thorny 
bushes are some of the most popular actions 
people have taken as part of the Homes For 
Wildlife project. 

Participants also counted birds, bats, bees, 
butterflies and bugs over the summer. 

Across Kent, about 70 per cent counted 
blackbirds’ nests. The snail was the creature 
most seen across the region, with an average 




of 13 per garden, one more than the national 
average. 

Other results reveal that about 80 per cent 
of gardens surveyed had frogs, around a third 
had toads, and half had newts. About half of 
the gardens participating in the region also 
had bats and hedgehogs. 

Kent was the only county in the South East 
to record the national average of five house 
sparrows per garden. All other counties in the 
region lagged behind with an average of three. 

Despite house sparrows remaining the most- 
seen bird in gardens, numbers have reduced by 
more than two-thirds over 30 years. Research 


suggests a lack of insects to feed young is con¬ 
tributing to declines. Homes For Wildlife par¬ 
ticipants are helping to combat this by encour¬ 
aging insects back into their gardens. 

Mr Bashford added: ‘We’ve made a fantastic 
start, but it’s really important that more 
people get involved. Now is a great time to 
think longer-term about turning your garden 
into a haven for wildlife. 

“The more people who sign up and take 
action, the bigger effect we will have. By tak¬ 
ing simple wildlife-friendly steps in our gar¬ 
dens, collectively we will make a real differ¬ 
ence for many Kent birds and other wildlife.”

As well as general advice and guidance on 
disagreements, Consumer Direct can also 
advise on making complaints; refer a case 
to a local Trading Standards service; and 
explain more about issues such as war¬ 
ranties, refunds and buying on credit. You

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Mountain of salt is 
ready for our roads

YOU heard it here first - our roads 
will be prepared for the traditional 
snow white-out this winter. 

At least that’s the brave claim by Kent 
Highway Services (KHS), which says by har¬ 
nessing precise forecasting, salt to tackle ice 
and snow on our roads “can now be laid at the 
right time, first time”. 

Which will be music to the ears of com¬ 
muters who all too often find that the first 
flurry of snow causes chaos to the main roads 
in the county, prompting complaints over why 
preparations were not made in advance. 

But this year 20,000 tonnes of salt has been 
stockpiled and 64 spreading vehicles across 
seven salting depots - including the new 
super-depot at Ashford - are ready to go out. 

A Kent Highways spokesman said: “Treat¬ 
ing the roads is based on detailed information 
and careful planning. When salting vehicles 
leave the depot, it’s the final stage in a process 
that starts with watching the weather.” 

Data is gathered from 14 stations around 
the county. The information includes road tem¬ 
perature, air temperature and moisture levels. 
Five of the stations also have cameras to mon¬ 
itor what the roads look like at any given time. 

The data is then gathered together by a 
meteorological company that merges it with a 


weather forecast dedicated to Kent’s roads. 
The resulting information is issued to KHS 
three times a day, and this is turned into a 
Kent road weather forecast, giving details of 
any salting action as necessary. 

The forecast categorises action into green, 
amber or red. Red alert means temperatures 
on the road will drop to freezing and the salt¬ 
ing crews will usually go out. A green forecast 
requires no salting action, while amber alerts 
salting crews action could be necessary and a 
further update will be issued. 

Kim Hills, head of community operations for 
KHS, said: “People think salting the roads is 
about rushing out when the first snowflake 


falls, but there’s a lot of planning involved to 
make sure we’re delivering the service as 
effectively and efficiently as possible. 

“While Kent residents are tucked up in bed, 
we’re out and about laying salt at the right 
time to make sure Kent’s roads are as safe as 
possible in winter weather.” 

A spokesman added: “In the event of really 
bad weather, the crews move into a shift 
pattern to work around the clock and, for 
extreme weather, snow-ploughs can be quickly 
fitted to the front of salting vehicles. 

“KHS also maintains salt-bins around the 
county. These bins are currently being topped 
up with salt or replaced if damaged.” 


Family and friends 
give thanks for a 
'wonderful' man 

TRIBUTES were paid to former KCC 
leader Lord Sandy Bruce-Lockhart during 
a thanksgiving service at Canterbury 
Cathedral on Thursday. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart, who stepped down 
as council leader in 2005, died on August 14 
after a long battle with cancer. 

Hundreds of friends, family members, 
former colleagues and politicians gathered 
for the cathedral service. 

Michael Howard, MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe, said 
Lord Bruce-Lockhart had a 
“remarkable” political career. 

After the service, Labour 
MP Ruth Kelly described 
him as “absolutely wonder¬ 
ful”, adding she had a good 
working relationship with 
him, in spite of their differ¬ 
ent political backgrounds. 

“He wanted to do what was 
right,” she said. 

Local government minister John Healey 
said: “He was a great figure in local govern¬ 
ment. In many ways he had so much more 
to offer to the country.” 

The service was led by the Very Rev 
Robert Willis, the Dean of Canterbury 
Cathedral, and there were readings by 
Harriet Creelman, Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s 
niece, and old friend Chris Gosling. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart became a county 
councillor for Maidstone Rural East in 1989. 
He led KCC for eight years from 1997, was 
knighted in 2002, made chairman of the 
Local Government Association in 2004 and 
became a life peer in 2006. 

In 2007 he was appointed chairman of 
English Heritage.

A buzz of wildlife excitement 


A PLOT of wasteland next to Ramsgate’s 
Marlowe Academy could be turned into a 
nature reserve as part of the academy’s 
Green Crusaders project. 

The project, set up by science teacher Toni 
Young, aims to keep the land as wild as 
possible and to add to it a pond, an aviary, 
plants to attract insects - particularly bees 
- and a home for small pets such as rabbits, 
guinea pigs and tortoises. 

Businesses have been asked to sponsor 
the project with help, equipment or cash. It 
is hoped work can start before Christmas. 

The first firm to respond to the plea is 
Broadstairs-based company Fujifilm 
Sericol - one of the leading employers in 
Thanet. It has donated £150. 

Explaining the reasoning behind the 


project, Ms Young said: “The idea is to teach 
pupils how to care for animals - by taking 
ownership of the more cute and cuddly ones 
- and to teach them about conservation and 
going green.” 

Science and other lessons would also cen¬ 
tre on the project. 

She added: “In Key Stage 3 lessons it 
would be used to cover issues such as habi¬ 
tats, feeding relationships, differences 
between and within species, ecosystems, 
pollination, effects of diseases and sampling 
techniques for catching animals for data 
collection - particularly pond-life.” 

Howletts Zoo has offered to give students 
two talks about conservation, while a bee¬ 
keeper has offered to talk to students about 
his work.

With Woolies on the brink, 
can our high streets survive? 


THE wonder of Woolies is no more! 
Opening in 1909, Woolworths was 
not only an icon of the British high 
street, it frequently defined it. 

Affordable shopping at its best, where shop¬ 
pers went to pick’n’mix and, of course, to watch 
the pennies. 

Saddled with an enormous debt and a 
crumbling business model, Woolworths was an 
inevitable victim of the credit crisis. 

With it go 30,000 jobs and millions of cus¬ 
tomers, frequently from a section of society 
that couldn’t afford - or was unable - to drive 
and shop at the brighter out-of-town shopping 
malls. 

The 800 stores across the country are set to 
close after Christmas, and for Thanet the loss 
of its high-street presence is a small catas¬ 
trophe, both in jobs lost to the local economy 
and the impact it will have on the efforts to 
regenerate our towns. 

I had been worrying for some weeks that the 
business would collapse under the weight of 
its debts and had already raised the possibility 


in conversation. But the speed of the announ¬ 
cement took me by surprise and now the already 
struggling Ramsgate and Margate high streets 
and Cliftonville’s Northdown Road are looking 
like high-profile local victims of its demise. 

Where the Government has been busy bail¬ 
ing out the banks, Woolworths was one small 
part of the same parcel of toxic debt that led to 
the global collapse of the credit system. 

Government isn’t so quick to rescue busi¬ 
nesses and, perhaps more importantly, this 
particular government hasn’t been quick to 
help them either, with the system of business 
rates on empty properties creating problems 
for business and local council landlords alike. 

If the Government appears to be wringing 
its hands while businesses like MFI and 
Woolworths collapse, at the same time I read 
the letters in this paper and others. 

“The council should do this” and “the council 
should do that” from readers who sincerely 
believe their council tax should be spent, like a 
magic wand, to support struggling local busi¬ 
nesses without realising that a council’s job is 
to provide services with what little money that 


it has left, year on year. Business and con¬ 
sumer confidence is at rock bottom and there 
are doubts that the VAT cut will tempt cash- 
strapped consumers back into the shops. 

Not just in Thanet, but in towns across the 
UK, the writing is firmly on the wall for the 
great British high street, unable to compete 
effectively against the attractions of internet 
shopping or, in our case, Westwood Cross. 

But that’s what people want - it’s called 
choice and they vote with their feet. 

The high street, faced by competition from 
an out-of-town shopping mall, simply lacks 
competitive advantage - unless you happen to 
be part of a captive local audience, without 
transport or an eBay account. 

Woolies survived the Great Depression, but 
it’s looking like it might not last the crash of 
2008. 

The death of the high street has been pre¬ 
dicted before and proved wrong many times. 

But perhaps this time we need to ask if it 
really is true - and ponder what should 
replace it in the fast-changing 21st-century 
shopping environment.

How long has MCC been established? 

Margate Cricket Club was formed in 1930 from members 
of Cliftonville Hockey Club. A Cliftonville CC existed, so 
they called themselves Margate CC. 

MCC was groundless until it leased Tivoli Meadow on 
Hartsdown Road in 1996, building the clubhouse. 

Starting from one senior team and two youth sides, it 
now has senior teams in four leagues, a ladies' team and 
a girls' team (the only ones in Thanet), league teams at 
under-15, under-13 and under-lls, and two under-nine 
teams playing fun tournaments. MCC runs open-to-all 
sessions for youngsters year-round. 

How did you get involved with the club? 

Ten years ago, when I was 50, my son, Alex, tried 
cricket (and skateboarding). I took him to MCC's ground 
when he was 11. He now plays for MCC first team - and 
still skateboards. 

I took Levels One and Two England and Wales Cricket 
Board (ECB) gualifications. My coaching work includes 
the club's open sessions, school sessions and organising 
the recent free cricket in Dane Park, Margate. 

Does the club have many young members and how 
do you encourage more to play cricket? 

We have about 60 members from five to 15 years old, 
plus 25 seniors. We are a community club that welcomes 
everyone and always looks to expand. 

This winter I will be running MCC's Monday evening 
sessions for five-year-olds upwards at Hartsdown 
Technology College and Thanet Youth Cricket's Saturday 
morning beginners' cricket at the Marlowe Academy. 

MCC recently gained 'ClubMark' status, recognising 
that the club is properly run with a thriving youth set-up. 

I'm very proud of that and it's due to a great bunch of 
volunteers who put a lot of effort in to make it all happen.

Angelina's change of heart

ANGELINA Jolie is one of 
the most distinguished act¬ 
resses of her generation. 

She embodies the grace and 
beauty of the old-style Hollywood 
belles as well as being an earth 
mother to her six children and 
devoted partner of actor Brad Pitt. 

The 33-year-old seems to play 
each role - in life and on the big 
screen - with deft aplomb, ensur¬ 
ing that what is private remains 
private, but giving her all to each 
character she plays. 

She becomes so embroiled in 
each performance, in fact, that 
when she first read the script for 
her latest role, as single mother 
Christine Collins in Changeling, 
she turned it down. 

Upsetting 

‘When I read the script, I could 
not put it down and then I said 
‘No’. Immediately. I did not want 
to go near this project because it 
was too upsetting. 

“But then I couldn’t stop talking 
about her,” Angelina, elegant in 
grey, explains. 

“I found myself sitting with peo¬ 
ple and wanting them to know 
about this extraordinary woman 
that you wouldn’t believe what 
happened to her and what these 
people did to her.” 

Changeling, the latest work 
from legendary actor-turned- 
director Clint Eastwood, tells the 
story of Christine, whose son 
Walter disappears without a trace 
in 1928 Los Angeles. 

Five months later, a child who 
claims to be her son is returned by 
police, who are keen to win credit 
for a job well done. 

Dazzled by flashbulbs and over¬ 
whelmed by reporters, Christine 
agrees to take the boy home, even 


though she knows it is not her son. 

Her campaign to find the real 
Walter continues, but in 
Prohibition-era LA, women don’t 
stand up to the system and she is 
sent to a mental institution. 

Christine’s long battle against the 
corrupt system eventually changed 
the course of the city’s history. 

“I found it very inspiring in the 
end,” Angelina continues. 

“It became a story about democ¬ 
racy in action, a story about jus¬ 
tice, about suffering a great loss 


and fighting through it and mak¬ 
ing a change for the future, for 
other people and questioning gov¬ 
ernment and the police. 

“Christine had to walk a very 
fine line and then, when she did 
speak out, they locked her in an 
institution, so she had this real 
struggle to try to behave with 
these corrupt people.” 

Angelina gave birth to twins 
in July this year, and they are 
apparently asleep in her room at 
London’s Claridge’s when we

meet. Knox and Vivienne are the 
latest additions to her and Brad’s 
brood but were still just a glint in 
their mother’s eye while she was 
filming. 

The actress says that her other 
children - Maddox, seven, Pax, 
four, Zahara, two - who were all 
adopted - and two-year-old Shiloh, 
her first child with Brad, were a 
comfort to her during the harrow¬ 
ing shoot. 

“I had my kids with me as much 
as possible at lunch and after 
doing a day at work I would run 
home,” she reveals. 

“I just wanted to be silly. It was 
so emotional that I found myself 
being really goofy. I was so happy 
that I knew where my kids were 
and they were OK.” 

For an actress at the top of her 
game, it seems unusual, then, 
that Angelina plans to bow out of 
the business. But her family clear¬ 
ly comes first. 

“I’m not making some big retire¬ 
ment announcement, but I have a 
big family and I have a lot of 
responsibility at home. 

“Maybe I’ll make a film once a 
year and then maybe once every 
two years, and then maybe even¬ 
tually I’ll stop.”

O SURVIVORS 

BBC One, 9pm, Tuesday

IF sales of stock in post- 
apocalyptic dramas were a 
viable business proposition, 
then business would be good. 

Hard on the heels of well-executed 
zombie mash-up Dead Set - and 
before that the 28 Days films - comes 
Survivor, the BBC’s stab at injecting a 
little bleakness into your week. 

It’s all here: the breakdown of soci¬ 
ety, looting, chaos, disbelieving stares 
into the distance and, best of all, a lot 
of good old-fashioned shouting. 

But the more interesting slant on all 
this has been that, rather than zom¬ 
bies that want to devour whoever they 
come across en masse, it has been a 
killer virus snuffing out the citizens - 
although the name of it escapes me 
right now. 

To be fair, though, it makes MRSA 
look like a slight sniffle, which is what 
you want, I guess, if the end of the 
world is indeed nigh. 

If nothing else, it beats an evening in 
watching Britannia High. 

The merits of this are that, firstly, it 
looks like someone has actually 
thought for more than two minutes 
about the casting of this one, unlike, 
say, Torchwood, which seemed to drag 
any fool off the street and offer them a 
starring role in return for a doughnut 
at the BBC canteen. 

And secondly, the production is 
sharp and focused, with a clear goal in 
mind for this six-parter rather than 
the nailed-on certainties you so often 
come across with these types of ‘Oh 
crap, everyone is pegging it’ thing.

Reality check brings 
optimism to market

Better news for 
the first-timers 

THE head of a firm specialising in work¬ 
ing with first-time buyers says the 
prospect for the market is improving. 

Paul Holmes, chief executive of First- 
rung, claimed the falling prices of homes 
meant that more and more properties 
were coming within the reach of buyers. 

However, he added that those who are 
looking to get on the housing ladder need 
to ensure their jobs are safe - and will 
need a larger deposit than previously of 
about 15 to 20 per cent. 

“The good news is that while they 
[first-time buyers] are saving up for the 
deposit, house prices will continue to fall 
and come more in line with affordability 
and their expectations,” said Mr Holmes. 

But he added the first stage for new¬ 
comers to the market would be them 
having to save “furiously” for the deposit 
because of its increase since the credit 
crunch took hold. 





Agents demand 
action from top 

ESTATE agents are calling on the 
Government to inject some life into the 
housing market by taking action to help 
the beleagured business. 

A poll by the National Association of 
Estate Agents showed 54 per cent had 
no confidence in the Government, and 
the body is calling for more interest rate 
cuts and a suspension of stamp duty. 

The most recent findings when it 
comes to property analysis have prompt¬ 
ed the call. 

The number of sales per agent was up 
from six to seven - still historically low - 
and the number of first-time buyers 
taking a part in the market increased. 

However, there was a seven per cent 
fall in the number of house-hunters on 
estate agents’ books to 196. 

Prices dive slowing 

THE rate at which house prices are falling 
eased in November, according to analysts. 

The average cost of a home dropped by 
just 0.4 per cent during the month, com¬ 
pared with a slide of 1.3 per cent during 
October, according to the Nationwide 
Building Society. 


LEVELS of home-buying are still 
falling, but estate agents claim 
that they are seeing some early 
positive signs of recovery in the 
property market. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered Sur¬ 
veyors’ (Rics) market survey for October 
points to a slight upturn in prices - although 
that is from what was an extreme low. 

The main factor found to be depressing 
prices was the large stock of unsold properties 
and limited numbers of buyers - but not a 
surge in forced selling, as a high number of 
recession-fuelled repossessions has yet to feed 
into the market. 

The number of completed sales per surveyor 
was also down. 

But the feeling of hope across the market is

improving, with more analysts expecting an 
upturn than had a positive outlook at the start 
of the autumn. 

On average the number of sales per survey¬ 
or fell from 11.5 to 10.9 - the lowest on record 
since 1978 and a fall of 53.6 per cent on a year 
ago. 

Surveyors had on average 80.7 properties on 
their books. 

Rics spokesman Ian Perry said: “The inter¬ 
est rate cut should certainly help support the 
market now lenders have agreed to pass on 
the reduction to borrowers. 

“Even so, the general lack of mortgage 
finance remains a major blockage in the hous¬ 
ing market for a large majority of would-be 
buyers.” 


Along with the two per cent drop in interest 
rates in two months, surveyors did see some 
glimmer of hope. 

Twenty per cent more chartered surveyors 
expect an upturn in sales over the next three 
months, a rise from just four per cent in 
September. 

The increase in optimism is reflected in part 
by an increasing trend of vendors dropping 
asking prices, but it may also be a sign there 
are expectations of a jump in the number of 
repossessions. 

“Many vendors have finally started to accept 
current market conditions and are dropping 
their asking prices to achieve a sale,” Mr Perry 
said. 

“Sales should increase in the coming months 
as more and more sellers understand greater 
realism is the only way to make that long- 
desired move.”

Sowing a Ceed of doubt 
in the minds of Ford & Co 


KIA’S Ceed hints at why Ford, the 
original blue-collar brand, is trying 
to don a white collar. 

OK, Ceed is one of the sillier model names on 
the market, but nobody is laughing at the 
headquarters of traditional mainstream car- 
makers like Ford, Vauxhall or Peugeot. 

This five-door Ford Focus rival looks good, 
feels European, is priced keenly and comes 
with a seven-year/100,000-mile warranty - 
unprecedented and still unchallenged on the 
UK market. 

It still cannot quite match the Ford dynami¬ 
cally, but the gap is not so great; the interior of 
the Kia concedes little, while some drivers 
might prefer its more pliant ride. 

The big question for would-be owners 
though is: which engine? Ceed prices start at 
£11,270 in supermini territory rather than 
Focus class, but that buys the 1.4-litre petrol 
‘cooking’ version. 

Most buyers will opt instead for a 1.6 petrol 
(from £11,820) or 1.6 diesel (from £12,570), but 
it is still a tough call because the old argument 
that the petrol will be more refined is under¬ 
mined by the fact that Kia’s 1.6 unit is only

average on that front, while its two diesel sis¬ 
ters are silky for this class. 

You pay more upfront for the diesels though 
and need to be confident of covering enough 
miles to enable the greater economy to recoup 
that extra cash. 

There is less to ponder about the interior; 
after a previous generation Kia Rio - the car it 
replaced effectively, since the current Rio is 
closer to supermini class - this is a quantum 
leap in quality and comfort, with a decent 
built-in CD/audio system and steering wheel 
controls now arranged in the normal indica- 
tors-to-the-left ‘European’ way. 

Try to press on with the Ceed and the forgiv¬ 
ing suspension allows it to pitch more than a 
Focus or Vauxhall Astra, though it is never 
lacks grip or tests confidence. 

If this sounds like a deal-breaker though, try 
the more tautly arranged three-door Proceed 
version. 

There is also a third family member worth 
considering - the capacious and practical Ceed 
SW estate. 

No wonder Ford & Co are worried.

You've left the glass 
half-empty. Darting 


THANET’S businesspeople say 
Chancellor Alistair Darling’s Pre- 
Budget Report failed to tackle the 
‘Bombshell Britain’ empty property 
rate which they say is hitting east 
Kent’s commercial infrastructure. 

From April, the Government will offer a tem¬ 
porary benefit to owners of commercial build¬ 
ings with a rateable value below £15,000. 

But David Foley, chief executive of Thanet 
and East Kent Chamber, said: “It offers no 
relief at all to owners of empty buildings des¬ 
ignated for business use such as large offices, 
warehouses, factories, pubs, restaurants and 
any premises above the size of a small shop. 

“It’s our contention that the Act in itself 
betrays a fundamental misunderstanding of 
the nature of commercial risk. 

“In a long-standing campaign, this chamber 
has highlighted four consequences of the legis¬ 
lation since its introduction on April 1 this year. 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


“Firstly, the Act prevents the natural busi¬ 
ness cycle of expansion and contraction so nec¬ 
essary in response to market demands. 

“One member company wishes to expand 
from a 50,000 sq ft to an 85,000 sq ft ware¬ 
house but is unable to do so since it would 
leave behind an empty rates bill of £50,000 a 
year. Penalising success is not a wise policy. 

“Secondly, without a pre-let tenant, no right- 
minded property investor is willing to commit 
to constructing commercial premises in the face 
of the pernicious charges levied after the first 
three or six months following its completion. 

“Thirdly, the Act promises to achieve what 
the mighty Luftwaffe did not manage 
throughout the Second World War: the 
destruction of commercial property through¬ 
out England and Wales. 

“This chamber has learned of many sound 
properties being demolished by their owners. 


‘With no income from tenants, many owners 
have no alternative but to demolish the build¬ 
ing - the only way of avoiding bankruptcy as a 
direct result of the new tax. 

“Finally, the damage to business confidence 
in many vulnerable areas already suffering 
from severe deprivation is significant. Who is 
prepared to value the commercial buildings in 
England and Wales if the UK government 
does not? 

“There is a clear message from the business 
community that the Government has missed 
an opportunity to stimulate the economy at a 
time when it is most needed.” 

Unanimous 

Kent MPs Roger Gale and Dr Steve Lady- 
man, as well as Cllr Sandy Ezekiel, leader of 
Thanet council, are supporting the chamber’s 
campaign for the full repeal of the Act. 

Thanet was the first district council in 
England to debate a motion calling for the Act 
to be reversed - it was carried unanimously.

TERRY Yorath has spoken of his 
relief after his Margate side es¬ 
caped a 10-point deduction. 

The Gate had looked set to enter 
a Company Voluntary Arrange¬ 
ment last week over an unpaid 
debt to HM Customs and Revenue. 

However, the club reached an 
agreement with HMCR on Tues¬ 
day last week, adjourning the case 
for 14 days to allow it to meet the 
terms of the agreement. 

HMRC will then withdraw its 
petition. 

“It means a lot to all of us,” 
Yorath said on the club’s website 
after Saturday’s 2-1 home defeat to 
Staines. 

“I’ve only been here a short while 



and I’ve got it in my blood now and 
it was a great relief to me on Tues¬ 
day. When it went through, I gave 
Keith [Piper, Margate’s chairman] 
a big hug because I knew how 
much it meant to him.” 

Yorath was able to give his squad 
the good news before Tuesday’s 2-1 
Kent Senior Cup defeat away to 
Maidstone. 

Despite the result, the former 
Wales manager said news of the 
reprieve had given his players a 
massive lift. 

“On Tuesday I was able to go and 
tell them that the club’s OK and 


that we’re not going to be deducted 
10 points,” he said. “To be honest, 
all of them just gave a big cheer 
and they knew they had some¬ 
thing to play for this season.” 

Had Margate suffered a points 
deduction, they would have 
dropped from 18th to 22nd in the 
Ryman Premier Division - into the 
relegation zone and eight points 
from safety. 

Margate have had a troubled 
decade on and off the field. They 
were exiled to Dover in 2002 after 
plans to redevelop Hartsdown 
Park stalled, but after dropping 
from the Conference to the Ryman 
Premier Division they returned 
home in 2005. 


Wanderers shut 
out by high-flyers 

THANET Wanderers suffered their 
biggest defeat of the season as they went 
down to title contenders Basingstoke at 
St Peter’s Recreation Ground. 

The hosts lost 44-0 to the Hampshire 
side, who are one point off the lead in 
London 2 South. It was the first time 
Wanderers had failed to score in the 
league this season. 

The defeat, Thanet’s fourth in a row, 
saw them slip into the division’s bottom 
two, although they are five points clear 
of rock bottom Maidstone. 

This Saturday they visit fourth-placed 
Dorking looking for only their second 
away win of the season.

RAMSGATE shocked promotion 
hopefuls Ashford Town with a 3-0 
win in Middlesex on Saturday.

Late change saves quartet from 
being caught in Mumbai horror 


CRICKET 


FOUR Kent cricketers in the England Perform¬ 
ance Programme returned to the county on Fri¬ 
day after their tour of India was cancelled due to 
the terror attacks in Mumbai. 

Joe Denly, Rob Key, Amjad Khan and Robbie 
Joseph were 500 miles away in Bangalore 
preparing for their first warm-up match when 
the attacks began on Wednesday last week. 

It has emerged that the Kent quartet could 
easily have been caught up in the chaos but for a 
late change to their itinerary. 

Former England captain Michael Vaughan, 
who was also in the EPP, wrote in his column 
with a national newspaper that the original 
training camp for the squad was due to be 
Mumbai but was switched to Bangalore. 

Terrorists 

The team would have stayed in the Taj Mahal, 
one of the hotels attacked by terrorists. 

The EPP squad had been due to travel to Mum¬ 
bai today, ahead of a fortnight spent in the city. 

But due to the increased threat to security the 
England & Wales Cricket Board (ECB) decided to 
send the 15 players back home straight away, 
along with the main England squad. 

ECB managing director Hugh Morris said: “This 
is a tragic event and the players feel desperately 
sorry for all who are caught up in the events.” 

The news was a particular blow to paceman 
Khan, who had been called into the squad for the 
games as cover for the injured Andrew Flintoff 
and Stuart Broad.
